The United 31ins Workers or Am- 


erira will enter a conference with 
the operators of the Central Com- 
petitive Field if such a conference 
is called by. Secretary of LaTior Dh- 
vis. That has been our attitude all 
along and it will continue to be our 
position. 


We have ' been ready ever since 


this controversy started to confer 
with the operators in an effort to 
reach an agreement 
and the only 


reason this has not happened is that 
certain .groups 'of 
operators 
have 


flatly and bluntly refused to meet 
with the miners although they agreed 
in writing in New York on March 31, 
1920, • that they would so meet prior 
lo April 1, 1922. 


The miners do not .want a suspen- 


sion of work on the first of April, 
and we shall continue to do what 
we have doue from the start, 
and 


that is to put forth every honorable 
effort to avert such a suspension. If 
is (|uite evident, however, that these 
groups of balky operators arc de- 
termined, if possible, to force a sus- 
pension' of coal mining operations 
and bring discomfort to the Amer- 
ican people. The miners hope that 
the public will not lose sight of that 
fact which stands out so prominent- 
ly in the entire affair. 
If such a. 


suspension occurs, it will be .through 
no fault of the miners. 


When President Harding directed 


Secretary of Labor-Davis to call on 
the coal 'operators to meet the min- 
ers in joint conference, he recog- 
nized in behalf of the Government, 
the justice of the miners demand that 
the operators live up to their writ- 
ten agreement. He recognized the 
refusal as being an assault upon the 
fundamental 
principles of business 


morality,'any active participation by 
this country. 


In the reply to the Genoa -invita- 


tion this government probably 
will 


set forth its views regarding the con- 
ference. WTliile the U. S. holds deep 
sympathy for any sincere effort to 
remedy economic situations in 
Eu- 


rope, it is held that the proposed 
work of the Genoa conference 
is 


solely of European concern. 


The underlying 
and fundamental 


objection of the United States to 
the Genoa conference is said to be 
the opinion here that the large mil- 
itary forces maintained by the var- 
ious nations constitute probably the 
greatest' contributing cause of 
the 


economic plight of Europe and 
the 


drastic reduction of these forces is 
the first requisite to remedying the 
present European economic ills.

diminish the enormous waste of good: 
in transit due to defective packing. 


By the use of special machinery de- 


signed at the Forest Products labora 
.tory, .boxes can be artificially subject 
eJ to the same kind of shocks and 
strains they receive in actual trans 
port. From these tests it has been 
possible to determine the correc 
amount and quality of material to 
use, the .result of defects in the wood 
the adaptability of -different species 
of wood, -and the best types of box 
and crate construction. 


The results of these Investigations 


have recently been .compiled by th 
Forest Service and -published in book 
form under a co-operative arrangemen 
with the 'National Association of Box 
.Manufacturers. 


In addition the .book includes the 


standardized specifications . for box- 
making tentatively adopted by the 
American Society for Testing Mate- 
rials, and also a key to the identifica- 
tion of the chief wood species usec 
in the construction of b6xes and 
crates. It can be obtained from the 
Secretary of the National Association 
of Box Manufacturers, Gohway Bldg., 
Chicago.
